State Commerce 
ents Revoke 
Panhandle Gas Cut 
Agi 


Springfield. 111., Sept, 21 — (JP) — 
The State Commerce commission 
tonight ordered Illinois Power com- 
pany to resume immediately full 
gas deliveries to 15 interruptible in- 
dustrial users In Decatur, Cham- 
paign and Danville. 


A 50 per cent cutback in gas 
furnished the Industries went into 
effect yesterday morning. 
The re- 
duction was ordered by the Pan- 
handle Eastern Pipeline company 
from which Illinois Power draws its 
bulk supply. 
* 


The State commission acknowl- 
edged that its action brought it Into 
conflict with the Federal Power 
commission, which by telegram ad- 
vised Illinois Power to comply with 
the Panhandle directive. 


The State commission's order to 
restore full service climaxed day 
long conferences and deliberations 
In which the commission decided to 
launch an extensive inquiry into 
the whole problem of gas supplies to 
industries served through the Pan- 
handle system. 


This decision was reached follow- 
ing a meeting with representatives 
of four distributing utilities and a 
dozen industrial users whose gas 
supplies had been restrict«-.'.. 


Spokesmen for the Industries con- 
tended the cutback would cause ex- 
tensive crop spoilage, unemployment 
and other economic losses. 


In issuing tonight's order, Chair- 
man John D. Biggs of the Commerce 
commission said: 


"Illinois utilities are regulated by 
this commission and are required by 
the Illinois public utility! act to 
furnish all of the service applied 
for by their customers." 


About forty-nine per cent of the 
nation's non-farm families owned 
their homes at the beginning of this 
year. That meant 18,500,000 city and 
town families all together. 


The survey did not take up farm 
families. 
The proportion of home 
owners among such families tradit- 
ionally has been much higher than 
among city-dwellers. 


The number of "home owners," of 
course, included those still paying 
on their homes. There was no data 
on how many have debt-free homes. 


The survey showed about 45 per 
cent or non-farm families—a total 
approximating 17,000,GC0—were rent- 
ing their living quarters as 1948 be- 
gan. Hie remainder—about 2,000,000 
—were living rent free with some- 
body else. 


Noting the record proportion of 
heme owners, the reserve board ob- 
served that many had become own- 
ers rather unwillingly. 


"The acute shortage 
of 
rental 
units has no doubt 
forced 
many 
lamilies to buy homes, often at in- 
flated prices and somewhat beyond 
their means, simply in order to ob- 
tain shelter," the report said.

The Russians 
have 
announced 
they planned to haul their troops 
out of Korea by 
some 
time in 
October. 
Hie Soviet-licensed press 
pointed to this and said Russia also 
wants to take her armed forces out 
of Germany, but thfe United Slates 
won't go along. 


The reason, the papers said, is be- 
cause America wants to convert her 
occupation zones into "colonies and 
armed bases for attack against the 
Soviet Union." 


The Soviet press whooped up the 
drive on the front page despite the 
fact it alrady has had an answer 
from Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American 
military governor.

Testifying in the federal court 
contempt case against the AFL In 
ternational 
Typographical 
Union 
and its officers, C. E. Woodard. pro 
duction manager 
of the 
Knight 
newspapers, said, however, that ITU 
members generally are competent in 
at least one branch of the trade. 


The ipatter is important in the 
contempt case because National La- 
bor Relations Board attorneys con- 
tend that acceptance of ITU mem- 
bers as competent — but requiring 
ability tests for non-union job ap- 
plicants—is discriminatory. 


This and other ITU contract de- 
mands on newspaper publishers, the 
government lawyers have argued, 
violate the Taft-Hartley labor law 
and the terms of Federal Judge 
Luther M. Swygert's injunction last 
March.

questions Woodard and several other 
witnesses said, however, that they 
were unaware of any large numbers 
of non-union printers capable of 
newspaper composing room work and 
seeking newspaper jobs.

Miami, Flo., Sept. 21 — ( A P ) 
A mighty hurricane that swept 
the Key West area 
with 
125 
mile an hour winds, passed in- 
land west of Miami tonight. 


The storm, which reached a 
velocity of 160 miles in gusts 
at Key Wisst, spread gales in- 
to Miami and hurricane winds 
that reached 75 miles an hour 
or more. 


Florida's multi-million dollar cit- 
rus crop was in the path of the storrr. 
which hit the mainland with full 
force near Everglades City, about 
60 miles directly west of 
Miami. 
There was no immediate word from 
that town, a fishing village. 


Communication Lines Out 


Communication lines to the Flor- 
ida Keys were knocked out by the 
terrific wind. Navy radio messages 
reported roofs blown from a number 
of Key West houses, the sinking ol 
30 privately owned boats and three 
feet of water flooding the east side 
of the island. 


Only two minor casualties were re- 
ported in Key West. The navy said 
the highest winds of 160 miles an 
hour were recorded .at Boca Chica 
Naval base, eight miles north of Key 
West. 


Some Miami streets were flooded 
by driving rain snd bay water tossed 
into them by the high winds. Dam- 
age in the city was limited to palm 
trees, power lines, unprotected win- 
dows and billboards. 
Red Cross Evacuate* Refugees 


The Red Cross sent an evaluation 
train to the Lake Okeechobee area 
to remove about i:500 persons to safer 
areas. 
Snelters were prepared for 
the refugees at Eebring, Avon Park, 
and Lake Placid. 
A second train 
was held in readiness 
to remove 
others in the lake area. 


The storm headed in the direction 
of Lake Okeechobee. 
Norton said 
its center may pass directly over the 
lake or just to the west of it. 


"The hurricane is ever land now 
and it can be expected that it will 
lose force until it passes over water 
again," .said Norton.

A fill- 
ing station at Modello, near Home- 
stead, was blown across communi- 
cations lines, knocking out the wires 
ind two poles.

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WE HAVE A RIGHT t O DEMAND 
EFFECTIVE USE OF RELIEF DOLLARS 


A n American industrialist says that local authorities in| 
Europe are playing politics with American dollars and delaying 
the effectiveness of the European aid program. He is A. G 
Bryant, president of the National Tool Builders Association,? 
who is just back from two months in England and Europe. 


Mr. Bryant "charges that too many dollars are going into 
immediate relief and too few into recovery, as specifically re- 
presented in the purchase of machine tools. European indus- 
trialists can buy American equipment only after national au 
tHorities have allocated E C A dollars to them, he says. But the 
authorities are not releasing dollars for that purpose. 
Thus 
manufacturers must buy machine tools in non-dollar countries 
where plants are swamped with orders, deliveries are slow, and 
the products, says Mr. Bryant, are frequently inferior or un- 
suitable. 


Mr. Bryant, of course, has a specialized and perhaps lim- 
ited interest in the recovery program. A n d the story of ECA 
dollar allocation is not simple. Nevertheless, his critical report 
seems sound and worth the attention of European aid officials 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 


Direct relief in Europe is still necessary. But it cannot be 
denied that direct relief is not very productive economically, 
however urgent its need. After more than three years of peace, 
the Marshall Plan countries must start building their economic 
future on the solid ground of maximum production and reason- 
able prices. 


Machine tools are the roots from which industrial produc- 
tion grows. Bomb damage, over-use and neglect have undoubt- 
edly left this equipment in Europe in a sorry and inadequate 
state. It would seem essential, as Mr. Bryant points out, that 
manufacturers in American-aid countries have a free choice 
of the machine tools they want, based on their particular needs 
and not on political consideration. 


Politics is perhaps not the whole story of this dollar 
dilemma. There have been disagreements, first among 
the 
participating governments and later within the U. S. govern- 
ment, over which countries should get how many dollars, and 
for what. Thus all available funds are not yet allocated. Still, 
it is easy to see how politics would enter the picture. 


Whatever all the complex reasons may be behind this in- 
dustrial bottleneck, the fact remains, as Mr. Bryant tells us, 
that European distributors have placed 5150,000,000 worth of 
orders for American machine tools which as yet have not re- 
ceived official approval. Meanwhile the British machine tool 
industry is a year and a half behind in its deliveries, while 
American firms can supply "normal" delivery of two or three 
months. 
' 


Now that the disagreeing 
European governments have 
turned the task of dollar allocations back to America's ECA 
officials, it might be possible to get some action. If this re- 
quires suggestions that some would delight in calling "inter- 
ference," American efforts to relieve the bottleneck would un- 
doubtedly be for the good of all. 


Europe cannot recover its economic health without high 
industrial production. A n d 
industry cannot produce 
without 
adequate tools. At the same time, the American people have 
every right to demand that their unprecedented gift of dollars 
be used not only humanely, but as wisely and effectively as 
possible.

Delegates to the national convention 
voted unanimously to accept 
the 
gift offered by Mrs. R. G. LeTour- 
neau, wife of the industrialist. 


The 
camp was 
formerly 
the 
Shriner's 
Country 
club. 
It 
has 
spacious native stone buildings able 
to house 150 boys, a 20 acre lake and 
more than 400 acres of rolling hills, 
woods and farm land. 


"A Christian Camp" 
C. P. Siegfried, a delegate of the 
Jacksonville chapter, said the organ- 
ization plans to operate the place 
"as a Christian camp for boys 14 to 
20 who have been in minor trouble, 
or who seem headed for trouble.

The present rehabilitation center
